The op 
position objected to the issue om, the 
ground that there was no necessity for 
borrowing at the present time, a per 
jod that was also inopportune owing

They also contended that the balance 
of the 82,000,000 for the construction 
of the Central Canada railway not re- 
quired after the first fifty miles had 
been built to Peace River Crossmg 
should be used for the genera) pur- 
poses of the province, 

Replying on behalf of the provern- 
ment, Hon, C. Ry Mitchell provincial 
treasurer, pointed out that the money 
for the Central Canada Was enr- 
marked for a specific purpose by act 
of the legislature and that it could 
not be diverted from that. He also 
reminded the opposition that provi 
fon had heen made in the act that if 
the whole of the money was not re- 
quired for the construetion of the 
first fifty miles that it was to be util- 
ized for extending the railway farther 
into the north country, He considered 
this work as important as building 
roads and bridges in the province, but 
according to the terms of the act the 
government could not devote the 
money to this purpose if they were so 
inclined 

Another argument of the leader of 


| the opposition was that there was so 


much money to the credit of capital 
account that there was no necess'ty 
for a loan. In answer to this Mr, 
Mitchell showed that over $800,000 of 
this was also ear-marked, expressly 
reserved for the building of farmers’ 
elevators.

St. Bridget was born in 1808 and 
dled in 18738. She was a Roman Ca- 
tholic saint. She was born tin the 
palace of Insiad, near Upsala, the 
daughter of a (prince of the blood 
reyal of Sweden, In 1816 she was 

rried to Ulw Gudmarsson, prince 
of Nerica They had eight children, 
the youngest of whom, Catherine, be- 


ame par excellence the female saint 
of Sweden. St. Bridget and her hus- 
band entered a Cistercian monastery 
of Alvastra in 1343, where Bridget be- 
came a professional nun. She felt 
called upon to found a new order, 
which she did in 1846, It was some- 
times called the Order of St. 
sometimes the Order of St. Salvator 
or the Holy Savior, (lt was eup- 
pressed in 1595). After having made
